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This is a request for an extension of time of 5 (months) under 37 CFR 1.136(b) in this pending application. 
An extension of time is not available in this application under the provisions of 37 CFR 1.136(a); however, additional 
time to respond may still be granted under the patent statute. The petition fee under 37 CFR 1.17(g) is required. 
The reasons for requesting the extension of time are the following: 

Subsequent to passage of the first non-extended time period for requesting an Oral 
Hearing, the importance of the present application significantly increased due to 
marketing of a product related to the application. Certain aspects of the invention have 
gained such significance that every effort to convey patentability of the invention must 
now be made, including the presentation of oral arguments before the Board of Appeals. 
It will be noted that there are differences between the Examiner's Final rejection and the 
Examiner's Answer. Accordingly, it is now the Applicants position that an Oral Hearing 
should be conducted in order to emphasize the arguments presented in the Appeal Brief 
and Reply Brief, and further in view of the belief that the Board can benefit from counsel 
being available to answer any questions. Thus, upon further consideration and due to a 
significant change in circumstances of the present application which were not previously 
known or possible to know, the undersigned believes that the opportunity to present 
arguments will be of invaluable significance in the present application. 
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
